A “SBOFT LINE”

Under Secretary of Btate
Walter Bedell 8mith predicts
that the Communists will fol-
low a ‘“soft line” to lull tha
Free World Into a sense of
false seourity and seck, by
subversion, infiltration and
propaganda, to reach goals
hitherto sought by force, The
Reds he Insists, must be re-
sisted by * economie, political
and soclal help, as well as by

shouted ‘“why not freedom
now.” And the misslonaries
shook thelr heads, But Ho Chi
Minh didn't. With a conspira:
tovy clenched fist he called on
them to follow him to “free-
dom,” while Communist atheist
slavery was olling another trap,

Franch officers in Indo-China
told me, Scripps-Howard Pacific
Chlef Jim Lucas and AP's Rus-
soll Brines (who accompanied
Vice President Nixon to Indo-
China), that in a showdown
they could not count on 10 per
cent of the Vietnamese against
Ho Chi Minh, The French knew
it and the U.8. had ample warn-
ing. For seven years the French
did practically nothing and the
U.8, helped them to do just that,
while pouring billions into the
hopeless, half-hearted war, The
French groomed Ho Chi Minh
as the lesser of two evlls, in
thelr futile attempt to hold onto
colonial empire,

Blundering Allles Created
Ho Chi Minh '

Ho Chi Minh means , , . “the
one who shines.” The French
watched him “shine” for 86
years, They first arvested him
in Parls in 1019 for taking part
in Communist violénce, Indo-
China was then just another
French colony. Ho's tubercular-
hoarseness prevents him from
oratory, He is an inside man, an
organizer and conspirator, mag-
na cum lawde-Moscow, class of
1020, He returned to Asia, after
a stay in the United States, with
Russia’s hatchet man in China,
Borodin, and by 1830 was out
on his own organizing the Indo-
China Communist party.

In 1939 he founded the Viet-
minh . ., “The League for Indo-
China Independence,” To this
day this slogan appears on- all
Red advertising in Indo-China,
Just ag the “independence line”
18 featured In bold relief on all
Gommunist propaganda In: co-
lonial areas,

He was arrested and Impris-
oned by the Chinese National:
Ists while engaged In espionage
activities inside China, but at
the Insistence of the US,
France and Britain released In
1043 and given military ald to
sabotage the Japanese occupa-
tion of Indo-China, The allies
even requested Chiang Kal-shek
to give Ho U.8. military sup-
plies to be used against the
Japanese,

Ho was blding his time
while helping the U.8, 14th Alr

le

g’rcnch refused. On Christmas
night, 1046, Ho ordered his
Communist gangsters to muider
200 wealthy Europeans and Ghi:
nese in the residentlal diptrict
of Hanol who opposed him, and
started the long war,

What began as a limited
guerilla-action turned into a
large gcale war when the Ohi.
nese Communists defeated the
Natlonallsts ‘and Russia joined
Red China in full scale assist:
ance to the Communists in Asla.
Bimultaneously with the Com:
munist attack across the d8th
parallel in Korea on June 26,
1050, Ho Chi Minh began heavy
pressure against the French,
which ended In total wvictory
and armistice at his terms &
few weeks ago, In the rost
humiliating French defeat sincc
the fall of the Maginot line to
Hitler,

Even if the US, ‘had futer-
vened to save Indo:.China from
Communism, it would have heen
a shortllved vietory., Comriun.
ism, riding falsely under the
banner of “freedom,” had gain
ed such popular support that i.
would have been a matter of
time when another rebellion
would be launched toward in-
dependence,

Now that France has glven
Indo-China its long due inde
pendence, they removed some o
the appeal of the Communists.
The fact that France granted
independence only after its de:
feat by the Communists still
provides Ho with a strong prop-
aganda hand, In the showdown
to come, when the Communists
ave called upon to fulfill thei
promises of freedom Inside thc
state of Viet-Minh, the real task
of reconstruction will begin for
the native people of Indo-Cliina,

If the Reds follow the uzua!
phoney pattern of ‘freedom”
they employed in other ensalved
areas, the time may not be too
far off when the Indo-Chinesc
people will win genuine freédom
of their own, by throwing ou!
the Communists in short order.
